We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  (as  indexed  in  the 
Table  of  Contents)  of  the  Town  of  Peterborough  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1986.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and,"  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1  to  the  financial  statements,  the  Town  has 
reported  general  fund  property  taxes  receivable  uncollected  over  60  days  as  a 
reservation  of  fund  balance.  Generally  accepted  accounting  principles  require 
that  this  amount  be  reported  as  deferred  revenue.  If  the  amount  were  reported  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  the  effect  would  be  to 
reduce  1986  general  fund  revenue  and  ending  fund  balance  by  $161,315. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  of  not  reporting  property  taxes 
uncollected  over  60  days  as  deferred  revenue  as  discussed  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Peterborough  as  of  December  31,  1986,  and  the 
results  of  its  financial  transactions  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applicable  to  government  entities  applied 
on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  has  been  made  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  forming  the 
opinion  stated  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  The  data  contained  in  Schedules  1  to 
3,  inclusive,  of  this  report,  although  not  considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presen- 
tation of  financial  position,  results  of  operations  and  changes  in  financial 
position  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  are 
presented  for  supplementary  analysis  purposes.  These  data  have  been  subjected  to 
the  audit  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  basic  combined  financial 
statements.  In  our  opinion,  these  data  are  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects 
in  relation  to  the  basic  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

1.     Summary  of  significant  accounting  policies: 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Tov/n  of  Peterborough  conform  to  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  for  local  governmental  units  except  as  indicated 
hereinafter.     The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies. 

Basis  of  accounting  -  The  accrual  basis  is  used  for  all  fiduciary  and  proprie- 
tary  funds.  Governmental  funds  use  the  modified  accrual  basis  whereby  revenues  are 
recorded  when  measurable  and  available.  Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the 
liability  is  incurred  (accrual   basis)   except: 

a.  Disbursements    for   inventory   items    (materials    and    supplies) 
are  considered  expenditures  when  purchased. 

b.  Prepaid  expenses  are  not  normally  recorded. 

General  fixed  assets  -  The  Town  instituted  general  fixed  assets  accounting  as 
of  December  31,  1979.  However,  historical  cost  records  were  not  readily  available 
for  most  assets.  Therefore,  as  of  December  31,  1979,  the  assets  were  stated  on  the 
following  basis: 

Land  -   Independent  appraisal    in  1974  increased  by  41%  to  reflect 
current  values. 

Buildings  -  Independent  appraisal  in  1973  increased  by  58%  by 
insurance  company  to  reflect  current  replacement 
cost.  Assets  acquired  subsequent  to  appraisal  are 
shown  at  estimated  cost,  plus  a  percentage,  to 
reflect  current  replacement  cost. 

Furniture,   fixtures  and  equipment  -  Estimated  current  values. 

Vehicles  -  Estimated  original    cost. 

Acquisitions  subsequent  to  1979  have  been  recorded  at  cost.

DECEMBER  31,  1986 


Interfund  transactions  -  During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has 
numerous  transactions  between  funds,  including  expenditures  and  transfers  of 
resources  to  provide  services,  construct  assets  and  service  debt.  The  accompanying 
governmental  and  fiduciary  funds  financial  statements  reflect  such  transactions  as 
transfers. 

Proprietary  funds  record  operating  subsidies  as  other  income,  whereas  the 
governmental  fund  paying  the  subsidy  records  it  as  a  transfer. 

Property  taxes  -  Annually,  the  Town  establishes  an  amount  for  abatements, 
discounts  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  tax  revenues  known  as  overlay.  All 
abatements,  discounts  and  refunds  dire  charged  to  overlay.  Overlay  is  included  under 
the  classification  of  general  government  in  the  combined  financial  statements. 


Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least  undi- 
vided interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related  costs  due.  If 
property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  three-year  redemption  period,  the  property  is 
tax-deeded  to  the  lienholder. 

Reserve  for  delinquent  taxes  -  When  taxes  receivable  are  reported,  a  reserve 
for  taxes  which  remain  uncollected  after  60  days  is  established  and  reported  as  a 
reservation  of  fund  balance. 

Retirement  system  -  The  Town  provides  for  pension  benefits  to  substantially 
all  full-time  employees  through  a  contributory  system  under  New  Hampshire  law.  The 
law  prescribes  the  formula  for  computing  pension  benefits  and  presently  does  not 
permit  advance  funding  of  pension  liabilities.  Pension  benefits  are  paid  from  Town 
funding  and  employee  contributions  based  on  date'of  entry.  Pension  expense  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1986,  the  latest  year  end  of  the  New  Hampshire  retirement 
system,  was  S29,440.  There  is  no  unfunded  past  service  liability  and  the  value  of 
vested  benefits  has  not  been  determined.  The  date  of  the  last  actuarial  report  on 
the  Mew  Hampshire  retirement  system  is  June  30,  1933. 

2.  Purpose  of  funds  and  account  groups: 

The  Town  reports  its  activities  in  numerous  individual  funds  to  comply 
with  the  limitations  and  restrictions  placed  on  both  the  resources  made  available  to 
the  Town  and  the  services  provided.  Individual  funds  and  account  groups  summarized 
in  the  accompanying  combined  financial  statements  are   classified  as  follows:

DECEMBER  31,  1986 


A.  Governmental  funds  - 

These  funds  are  intended  to  provide  recurring  general  services.  They 
are  controlled  by  a  budget  approved  by  the  voters. 

General  fund  -  Used  to  account  for  all  revenues  and  expenditures 
which  are  not  accounted  for  in  other  funds  or  account  groups. 

Special  revenue  funds  -  Used  to  account  for  specific  restricted 
revenues  and  expenditures  for  various  purposes.  Receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  each  fund  are  governed  by  the  terms  of  contractual  agreements, 
statutes  or  local  law. 

B.  Proprietary  funds  - 

Enterprise  funds  -  These  funds  account  for  operations  of  entities 
that  provide  services  on  user  charge  or  other  basis  to  the  general 
public. 

C.  Fiduciary  funds 

Trust  and  agency  funds  -  These  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets 
held  by  the  Town  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  for  various  purposes,  includ- 
ing cemetery  operations.  Receipts  and  expenditures  of  each  fund  are 
governed  by  statutes  or  local  law. 

3.  Budget: 

The  Town  budget  represents  departmental  appropriations  as  authorized  by 
annual  or  special  Town  meetings.  The  selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between  operating 
categories  as  they  deem  necessary. 

4.  Long-term  debt:

In  1986  the  Board  of  Selectmen  met  each  week  on  Wednesdays  at  7:00 
P.M.  and  then  changed  to  Thursdays  at  the  same  time.  The  public  is  cor- 
dially invited  to  sit  in  on  the  meetings  and  if  you  wish  to  discuss  a  problem 
with  the  Selectmen,  we  would  appreciate  your  making  an  appointment 
with  the  Selectmen's  office  to  avoid  a  delay. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  we  were  authorized  to  purchase  our  own 
computer  and  software  to  replace  the  leased  programs  we  were  using. 
This  has  proven  to  be  a  very  good  step  forward  as  we  are  now  able  to  pro- 
duce better  records  and  keep  closer  control  over  many  areas.  Another 
project  we  started  to  work  on  was  a  single  full  time  court  system  between 
Jaffrey  and  Peterborough.  This  project  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
legislators  for  implementation. 

In  November  we  appointed  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Weeks  as  a  full  time  Code 
Enforcement  Officer.  The  requests  and  required  inspections  have  in- 
creased to  the  point  it  could  no  longer  be  done  on  a  part-time  basis.  We 
also  changed  Mr.  John  N.  Isham's  title  to  Town  Administrator  to  keep  in 
line  with  his  extensive  duties. 

This  is  a  time  when  we  like  to  publicly  thank  our  office  staff  and  various 
departments  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  carrying  out  their 
duties  in  a  manner  which  make  it  possible  for  us  to  oversee  town  business 
in  addition  to  full  time  employment. 

There  are  two  others  who  are  elected  but  should  be  recognized  for  the 
very  competent  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  duties  to  make  this  a 
smooth  running  town  and  they  are  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector,  Stella  L. 
Sumner  and  Town  Treasurer,  Kenneth  A.  Christian.

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  Departments  that  I  have  ad- 
ministered during  the  past  year. 

Town  Office 

A  new  computer  system  was  installed  to  replace  an  ineffective  service 
bureau  that  we  had  been  using.  The  transition  to  the  new  town  owned 
system  has  been  accomplished  smoothly  and  in  near  record  time  thanks 
to  the  efforts  of  system  administrator,  Becky  Baldwin  and  bookkeeper, 
Deanna  Atkinson. 

Town  House 

New  handicapped  access  restrooms  were  installed  this  year.  The 
spacious  and  bright  renovations  were  a  welcome  addition. 

Highway  Department 

The  road  improvement  program  was  detoured  this  year  when  the 
department  had  to  rebuild  and  drain  the  northern  end  of  Old  Street  Road, 
which  incurred  tremendous  frost  damage  over  the  winter. 

A  short  section  of  curbing  and  sidewalk  was  installed  on  Union  Street  in 
West  Village  to  replace  a  seriously  deteriorated  section. 

The  department  utilized  a  chip  seal  for  the  first  time  in  our  sealing  pro- 
gram. I  feel  that  this  change  will  provide  better  traction  and  longer  wear. 

Water  Department 

Much  activity  in  the  past  year  centered  arounded  this  department  and 
the  guaranteed  mainline  policy.  The  department  upgraded  2,600  feet  of 
new  water  main  to  reach  the  West  Village.  The  final  segment  in  that  im- 
provement, as  outlined  in  the  Water  Department  Capital  Imrpovement 
Plan,  is  the  installation  from  Wilder  St.  to  the  storage  tank  beyond  the  end 
of  May  St. 

In  addition  to  the  department  work,  developers  financed  a  7,700  foot  ex- 
tension along  Route  202  N  and  Scott-Mitchell  Rd. 

Still  another  extension  of  700  feet  was  privately  financed  on  Sand  Hill 
Rd.  in  the  vicinity  of  Gray  Hill  Rd. 

Work  aimed  at  the  eventual  reopening  of  the  South  Well  is  finally  under- 
way by  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  conjunction  with  New 
Hampshire  Ball  Bearings.  Work  is  estimated  to  be  completed  in  two 
years. 

During  the  year  Lawrence  Merrifield  completed  his  certification  work 
and  was  promoted  to  Foreman  of  the  Water  Department,  replacing 
Howard  Parker,  who  had  retired  after  many  years  of  service  to  the 
department. 

There  were  thirty-one  services  installed  during  the  year. 
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Sewer  Department 

Guaranteed  mainline  activity  was  also  present  in  this  department  as  a 
300  foot  extension  was  added  to  Route  101 W ;  and  a  190  foot  extension  was 
installed  on  Taylor  Rd. 

Late  in  the  year  Tom  Weeks,  Sewer  Department  Foreman  and  Treat- 
ment Plant  Operator  since  the  department's  inception  in  1972  became 
head  of  the  newly  established  Code  Office.  A  search  is  underway  at  this 
time  for  a  replacement. 

There  were  thirteen  services  installed  in  1986. 

Solid  Waste 

Negotiations  for  a  long  term  solution  to  our  solid  waste  problem  came  to 
an  abrupt  halt  during  the  summer  when  the  proposed  waste  to  energy 
plant  in  Keene  was  scrapped. 

We  will  continue  to  buy  time  with  the  present  balefill  operation  and  are 
now  looking  to  the  proposed  Vicon  plant  in  Manchester  for  our  needs.  This 
plant,  however,  will  not  be  operational  until  Spring  of  1988. 

Trees  and  Forests 

Forty-eight  dead  or  hazardous  trees  were  removed  during  the  past 
year. 

Additionally,  a  freak  wind  storm  leveled  many  large  trees  at  the  north 
end  of  Middle  Hancock  Rd.  disrupting  utility  service  and  blocking  the 
road.  Department  crews  and  firemen  as  well  as  a  few  private  citizens  per- 
formed yeoman  duty  and  had  the  road  passable  by  nightfall. 

Fruits  of  the  roadside  tree  policy  enacted  by  the  department  some  years 
ago  are  starting  to  show  as  the  saplings  are  beginning  to  put  on  some  size. 

Cemeteries 

Hans  and  John  Kaufhold  have  nearly  completed  the  stone  restoration 
work  at  the  Village  yard. 

In  addition  the  trustees  spearheaded  by  Elizabeth  McGreal  are  pursu- 
ing plans  for  a  new  and  much  needed  cemetery.  It  is  hoped  that 
everything  comes  together  and  that  a  formal  presentation  can  be  made  in 
the  coming  year  as  present  space  is  nearly  exhausted. 

Therre  were  forty-six  burials  this  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen,  my 
office  staff;  Thelma  Turner,  Becky  Baldwin,  and  Deanna  Atkinson; 
department  foremen;  Pete  Deiana,  Tom  Weeks,  and  Larry  Merrifield; 
fellow  department  heads;  and  to  you  our  valued  citizens,  for  your  support 
and  encouragement  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CODE  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICER  1986 

As  I  make  this,  my  first  report  as  Code  Enforcement  Officer  I  am  proud 
to  have  been  appointed  to  this  position  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  1986 1  have  instituted  some  new  changes  in  the  role  of  the  Building  In- 
spector. The  days  of  submitting  a  plot  plan  and  rough  sketch  are  over  with 
floor,  electrical  and  plumbing  plans  drawn  to  the  appropriate  code  being 
submitted  prior  to  issuance  of  a  building  permit.  With  the  submittal  of 
construction  details  the  allotted  time  for  the  inspections  has  increased 
from  part-time  to  the  Town's  first  full-time  Code  Enforcement  Officer 
since  the  Building  Code  was  adopted  in  March  of  1978. 

Even  though  a  temporary  growth  moratorium  was  added  to  the  Town's 
Zoning  Ordinances  the  construction  of  single  family  housing  has  increas- 
ed substantially  due  to  lower  mortgage  loan  interest  rates. 

Some  new  proposed  changes  in  the  Town's  Zoning  were  posted  for 
public  viewing  and  discussion  to  be  voted  on  or  about  Town  Meeting  time. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciatin  to  the  Town  Office  Staff, 
Lawrence  Bishop,  Fire  Chief,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Peter- 
borough for  their  support  and  understanding  during  the  past  year.

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RECREATION  REPORT  1986 

The  1986  highlight  for  Adams  Playground  was  the  outstanding  gift,  pre- 
sented to  the  PRD  by  Sylvania  Miniature  Lighting  Division  of  Hillsboro, 
N.H.,  that  provided  outdoor  lighting  lamps  and  fixtures  and  thus  night- 
time swimming  for  our  teenage  youth. 

The  Peterborough  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Peterborough  Fire 
Department,  New  England  Telephone  Co.  as  well  as  Homer  Paradise, 
who  provided  rent-free  use  of  his  backhoe  for  trenching  the  perimeter  of 
Adams  Pool,  comprise  the  team  of  volunteers  who  stepped  forward  in- 
stantly to  install  Sylvania's  generous  gift,  thus  culminating  in  immediate 
nighttime  swimming  in  '86. 

In  addition  to  the  placement  of  safety  netting  at  Adams  Field,  the  year 
also  realized  the  installation  of  an  underground  irrigation  system  for  im- 
proved maintenance  care  of  the  Adams  Playground  facility. 

This  past  year  electrical  lines  were  placed  underground  for  the  purpose 
of  illuminating  American  flags  at  three  different  flagpole  areas  at  Adams 
Playground. 

The  PRD  is  grateful  to  the  Peterborough  Adult  Softball  League  for 
donating  an  electric  scoreboard  to  be  used  at  Adams  Field  for  all  youth 
baseball  and  adult  softball  activities. 

Scores  of  youngsters  continue  to  enjoy  Adams  Playground  for  its 
American  Red  Cross  Swimming  Lessons  program.  Tennis  and  Arts  & 
Crafts  instruction,  athletic  events  in  general  and  other  day-to-day  pro- 
grams that  Playground  Jim  Wilkinson  promoted  for  children  of  all  ages 
throughout  the  summer  months. 

Lynn  Castonguay  was  equally  successful  in  Aquatic  programming  and 
received  high  praise  within  the  community  for  her  splendid  organization 
regarding  the  PRD  Easter,  Halloween  and  Christmas  children's  pro- 
grams. Her  efforts  in  coordinating  a  varied  youth  and  adult  selection  of 
year  round  activities  has  also  been  hailed. 

Girls  Scout  leader  Judy  Garabrant  led  a  large  contingent  of  girls  to 
Adams  Playground  to  assist  the  PRD  in  a  community  work  project. 
Through  their  efforts  a  beautiful  shaded  picnic  area,  at  the  West  end  of  the 
tennis  courts,  will  be  opened  for  the  first  time  in  1987. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Friends  of  Recreation  the  future  of  Girls' 
Softball  has  never  looked  brighter.  For  the  first  time  ever  a  Peterborough 
Girls  Softball  team  entered  State  Tournament  play.  Though  losses  to 
Pelham  and  Concord  halted  any  chance  of  advancing  to  the  Girls  Softball 
National  Championship  in  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  our  girls  learned  a 
great  deal  from  their  travels  and  have  resolved  to  give  it  their  best  effort 
again  in  1987. 

The  Peterborough  business  community  has  again  been  very  kind  and 
considerate  in  assisting  children's  programs.  In  particular,  Eastern 
Mountain  Sports  and  Byte  Magazine  have  been  exceedingly  generous  in 
funding  Babe  Ruth  League  baseball  teams  each  for  the  third  consecutive 
year. 
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A  great  deal  of  personal  time  and  thought  were  provided  the  PRD  by 
school  principals  Chuck  Breiner,  Richard  Dunning  and  Moe  LeFlem. 
These  kindnesses  have  led  to  widespread  opportunities  in  Winter  rec- 
reation via  the  PRD's  extensive  use  of  school  buildings  and  property. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Administrator  John 
Isham  and  the  PRC  for  their  support  throughout  the  year  as  well  as  ex- 
press appreciation  to  the  fine  PRD  staff  of  1986. 

In  summation,  it  is  the  collective  efforts  of  the  aforementioned,  coupled 
with  the  volunteer  deeds  by  the  Town's  many  concerned  leaders,  that 
render  a  positive  and  wholesome  experience  in  public  recreation  in  Our 
Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  nor- 
mal. The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes 
are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regula- 
tions; however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  pay- 
ment starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
timber  tax  forms.

Our  fire  calls  for  1986  decreased  by  13  from  1985.  Also  actual  man  hours 
decreased  as  the  final  accounting  for  1986  will  show.  Following  is  the 
break-down  of  calls:

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  our  fire  loss  was  kept  at  a  minimum  which 
show  our  members  continue  to  do  an  outstanding  job. 

Each  year  now  our  department  has  to  spend  more  and  more  time  on  fire 
and  building  inspections  which  include  yearly  inspection  of  schools,  and 
commercial  buildings.  The  town  is  growing  so  rapidly  it  is  becoming  a 
problem  to  find  the  time  to  keep  up  with  these  inspections.  We  have  com- 
plete cooperation  from  the  local  building  inspector  and  members  from  the 
State  Fire  Marshal's  office.  We  believe  we  are  reaching  the  time  either  a 
full  time  colde  officer  from  the  Fire  Department  or  a  permanent  fire  chief 
will  have  to  be  addressed.  We  will  be  consulting  with  the  selectmen  and  all 
of  our  fire  officers  as  well  as  all  members  of  our  department.  The  Am- 
bulance portion  of  the  Fire  Department  just  completed  our  busiest  year 
with  495  calls  up  from  392  calls  the  previous  year.  We  are  very  concerned 
about  maintaining  the  volunteer  ambulance  service  especially  the  person- 
nel required  during  the  daytime.  We  are  addressing  this  problem  and 
hope  through  cooperation  and  communication  we  can  solve  the  problem. 
This  year  we  are  asking  for  two  new  pieces  of  equipment  which  we  hope 
the  voters  will  continue  to  support  us.  We  are  asking  for  a  new  ambulance 
and  a  new  tank  truck.  The  requests  will  be  found  under  special  articles. 
We  do  have  the  personnel  to  serve  you  and  we  are  asking  for  the  equip- 
ment to  carry  out  this  service  in  the  best  way  possible.  The  tank  truck  we 
hope  to  replace  is  a  1975  International  and  in  12  years  tank  trucks  have 
changed  in  construction  greatly.  The  present  tanker  has  over  10,000  miles 
and  when  you  realize  it  carries  over  2000  gallons  of  water  all  the  time  it 
moves  its  asking  quite  alot  after  12  years.  We  hope  to  replace  1 1978  Am- 
bulance that  has  over  40,000  miles,  and  is  very  tired.  We  are  asking  your 
help  and  cooperation  in  providing  us  with  this  equipment. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  everyone  that  has  made  our  job  to 
serve  you  this  past  year  that  much  easier.  If  we  attempted  to  name 
everyone  that  has  assisted  us  we  would  run  out  of  space.  Thanks  everyone 
and  as  usual  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  and  we  are  asking  you  for 
your  continued  support.

PETERBOROUGH  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1986 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  the  Qtizens  of  the  Town  of  Peterborough: 

The  year  1986  was  a  very  productive  year  for  the  department.  We  were 
able  to  add  two  men  to  the  department  and  these  additions  enabled  us  to 
have  the  town's  first  full-time  juvenile/ criminal  investigator.  This  posi- 
tion now  allows  us  to  provide  the  citizens  a  more  specialized  investigation 
of  crime  incidents  and  thusly,  a  better  outcome.  The  department  took  on  a 
new  look  not  only  by  a  change  in  our  uniforms  and  the  color  of  the  cruiser, 
but  by  personnel.  Officer  Ronald  Creel ey  left  us  to  take  a  position  with 
NEBS,  and  three  new  faces  appeared. 

Peterborough  Special  Officers  Scott  Guinard  and  Brian  Giammarino  as 
well  as  Steve  Reynolds  joined  the  department  as  full-time  officers  and 
have  been  a  welcome  addition.  Officers  Guinard  and  Giammarino  both 
graduated  from  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Academy  this  past  year,  as 
did  Officer  Raymond  Dodge. 

We  have  continued  to  send  our  people  to  either  State  or  regional  schools 
as  well  as  in-service  programs.  It  is  felt  that  the  people  of  Peterborough 
benefit  greatly  from  well-trained  officers.  The  men  have  attended  classes 
in  Intoximeter  training.  Child  Abuse,  Sexual  Abuse,  Firearms,  Civil 
Liability,  Drug  Detection,  Major  Crime  Investigation,  Homicide  In- 
vestigation, and  Fingerprinting  techniques.  The  department  usually  has 
at  least  one  person  attending  a  training  session  sometime  each  month. 

In  Summary 

During  the  year  1986,  we  have  seen  the  implementation  of  a  new  records 
system  and  preventative  maintenance  program  for  our  vehicles  and 
equipment. 

The  people  have  also  seen  new  crimes  surface  in  the  confines  of  town; 
Sexual  assaults,  child  abuse  and  an  armed  robbery,  while  unheard  in  the 
past,  came  to  light  in  all  too  many  occurrences.  While  we  were  able  to 
solve  and  convict  the  people  who  committed  these  acts,  it  is  felt  that  the 
Town  of  Peterborough  is  catching  up  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  I  am  proud  of 
the  conduct  and  enthusiasm  of  the  men  and  woman  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  their  efforts  to  serve  you. 

These  efforts  would  be  for  naught  if  it  was  not  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
People  of  Peterborough,  the  Selectmen,  Judges  Kenneth  Brighton  and 
Martha  Crocker,  the  girls  of  the  Town  House,  Larry  Bishop  and  the  Fire 
Department,  John  Isham  and  the  Public  Works  crew,  the  State  Police  and 
other  Police  Departments.  To  all  these  people,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks 
and  appreciation.

THE  TOWN  HOUSE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  has  completed  its  assigment. 
Since  June  18th  we  have  had  weekly  meetings ;  solicited  responses  from 
users  and  potential  users  of  the  Upper  Hall  and  the  Main  Floor ;  conducted 
interviews  with  present  users;  Town  employees,  Board  members;  and 
held  a  Public  Hearing  on  September  17, 1986.  After  reviewing  all  of  the  in- 
formation gathered,  we  have  prepared  the  following  report  of  our  conclu- 
sions and  recommendations. 

CONCLUSIONS 

1.  It  is  very  clear  tht  the  townspeople  want  to  have  Town  Offices  at  the 
Town  House  at  its  present  location.  They  also  want  the  Town  House  to 
be  used  more  extensively  as  the  civic  and  cultural  center  of  the  Town. 

2.  Town  House  space  is  required  for  Town  needs  and  can  no  longer  con- 
tinue to  provide  space  for  the  Court. 

3.  There  is  not  sufficient  space  on  the  Lower  Level  to  meet  today's  Police 
Department  requirements  or  its  future  needs  as  the  Town  continues  to 
grow. 

4.  Town  Office  employees  deserve  to  have  efficient,  modern,  comfortable 
work  space  and  working  conditions.  Their  offices  should  be  easily  ac- 
cessible for  physically  handicapped  people. 

5.  The  Recreation  Department  has  an  outstanding  program  and  reputa- 
tion. It  deserves  to  have  more  space  in  the  Town  House,  and  more  ac- 
cessible space,  in  order  to  carry  out  its  mission. 

6.  The  Town  Boards  continue  to  require  meeting  rooms  and  more  fil- 
ing/storage space  at  the  Town  House. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  As  soon  as  possible,  the  Selectmen  should  appoint  a  five  (5)  person,  per- 
manent Town  House  Committee,  with  staggered  terms.  This  committee 
would  be  responsible  for  managing  and  setting  policy  for  the  use  of  the 
Upper  Hall.  The  commmittee  would  coordinate  future  recommenda- 
tions for  enhancing  the  space  and  its  facilities  in  order  to  make  it  very 
desirable  for  civic  and  cultural  use. 

2.  Have  the  Court  move  out  at  the  end  of  its  present  lease  in  June  1987.  The 
Town  should  only  extend  the  lease  if  a  new  facility  is  underway  and  will 
be  ready  by  June  1988. 

3.  A  new  location  should  be  found  or  built  fo  the  Police  Department  as 
close  to  downtown  as  possible. 

4.  We  strongly  recommend  that  the  Town  hire  an  architect  to  study  the 
space  needs  of  each  of  the  Town  offices  and  Boards  that  presently  use 
the  building.  We  believe  that  renovating  the  Main  Floor  and  the  Lower 
Level  (present  Police  Station)  into  modern  and  efficient  condition  will 
better  serve  the  townspeople.  By  moving  some  of  the  Town  Offices  to  a 
renovated  Lower  Level,  the  Town  employees  will  have  better  working 
conditions ;  not  be  bothered  bv  more  extensive  use  of  the  Upper  Hall  dur- 
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ing  working  hours;  and  be  more  accessible  to  physically  handicapped 

people.  We  believe  that  this  program  is  more  prudent  than  building  a 

new  Town  Office  away  from  the  downtown  area.  The  architectural  effort 

is  estimated  to  cost  between  $4,000.00  and  $5,000.00. 

Additional  background  material  and  comment  is  attached  to  this 

report.  The  Committee  thanks  the  Selectmen,  Town  employees  and  all  the 

concerned  citizens  of  Peterborough  and  the  surrounding  areas  who  have 

shared  their  insight  on  how  this  beautiful  building  should  be  used.

Personnel  Advisory  Committee 

1.  Purpose: 

The  purpose  of  the  Personnel  Advisory  Committee  was  to  review 
the  current  personnel  policies  and  procedures  for  the  Town  of  Peter- 
borough. The  end  result  was  a  comprehensive  review  by  committee 
members  of  these  policies  and  procedures  along  with  written  recom- 
mendations for  the  review  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  Process: 

This  past  June,  the  Personnel  Advisory  Committee  met  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  After  an  initial  meeting  with  the  Board,  the 
committee  set  out  to  conduct  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  Town's 
personnel  policies  and  procedures. 

Throughout  the  summer  the  committee  met  on  six  separate  occa- 
sions in  order  to  fully  review  all  policies  and  procedures.  The  com- 
mittee was  provided  with  all  materials  needed  such  as  copies  of  the 
Town's  policies  and  procedures,  job  descriptions  with  wage  ranges, 
New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  materials  and  a  copy  of  the 
Town's  benefit  package. 

In  order  to  fully  understand  the  above  components,  committee 
members  personally  met  with  department  heads  from  the  Public 
Works,  Police,  Recreation  and  Library  departments.  Each  of  these 
department  heads  provided  us  with  very  useful  information,  which 
we  utilized  in  completing  this  project. 

By  conducting  a  thorough  review  from  personal  meetings  with 
each  department  head  and  reviewing  all  written  materials,  the  com- 
mittee feels  comfortable  with  recommendations  made. 

3.  Specific  recommendation: 

a  more  formal  comprehensive  pay  program. 

a.  An  annual  labor  market  survey  to  determine  competitiveness  of  like 
towns/like  jobs.  Also  extremely  beneficial  would  be  to  determine 
what  industries  in  the  Conval  area  are  paying  for  like  jobs.  The  2 
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combined  would  clearly  indicate  how  the  town  pay  practice  com- 
pares to  these  2  respective  labor  markets  mentioned. 

b.  Accurate  job  descriptions  are  essential  for  all  jobs.  These  job 
descriptions  should  be  evaluated  by  an  objective  system.  Also  key 
that  both  jobs  and  evaluations  are  kept  current.  Discontentment 
with  pay  quickly  sets  in  when  the  system  becomes  outdated. 

c.  Develop  a  pay  range  —  that  is  each  job  should  have  a  minimum  and 
maximum.  Specific  policies  on  where  a  new  employee  starts  and 
moves  along  this  range  is  also  imperative  for  internal  equity. 

d.  A  well  thought  out  pay  for  performance  program  commonly  refer- 
red to  as  a  Merit  Increase  Program  should  be  instituted  to  provide 
an  incentive  for  performance.  This  program  would  be  part  cost-of- 
living  and  part  performance  related. 

Comments : 

•  This  system  should  be  used  for  all  town  personnel  including 
Department  Heads. 

•  Included  in  a  pay  survey  could  be  a  simply  designed  benefits 
survey  to  test  the  competitiveness  vs.  the  respective 

labor  market. 

•  It  can't  be  over  emphasized  the  importance  of  these  programs 
once  instituted  need  to  be  carefully  communicated  and  under- 
stood by  all  employees  on  an  on-going  basis. 

4.  Benefits: 

In  reviewing  the  benefits  package  the  committee  found  them  com- 
petitive of  local  businesses  in  the  area.  There  was,  however,  men- 
tion made  of  offering  a  dental  program  to  all  town  employees. 

As  a  committee,  it  was  felt  that  this  recommendation  should  be 
seriously  considered.  Many  organizations  within  the  area  offer  den- 
tal plans  and  this  benefit  could  be  incorporated  with  the  current  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  plan.  If  the  Town  were  to  offer  a  dental  plan  the 
benefits  package  would  be  even  more  competitive  with  local 
businesses. 

Also,  the  committee  recommends  a  benefits  brochure  or  handout 
be  given  to  all  employees  within  their  first  week  of  employment. 
Then,  the  supervisor  should  meet  with  that  new  employee  and  com- 
pletely review  the  benefits  along  with  policies  and  procedures  so 
he/she  has  complete  understanding  of  the  expectations  placed  on 
him/her. 

5.  Policies: 

Overall,  the  policies  as  outlined  in  the  Town's  manual  seemed  well 
written  and  easily  understood.  The  committee  felt  that  as  long  as 
new  employees  were  properly  indoctrinated  and  clearly  understood 
what  was  expected  of  them  then  no  changes  seemed  necessary  re- 
garding this  area. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Peterborough  Board  of  Adjustment  considered  42  cases  during 
1986,  which  represented  almost  60%  more  activity  than  in  1985,  but  ap- 
proximately the  same  number  of  cases  as  were  considered  during  1984. 

The  Board  is  requested  to  act  on  three  types  of  requests:  special  excep- 
tions, variances,  and  appeals  from  administrative  decisions. 

A  special  exception  permits  the  use  of  property  for  a  purpose  specifical- 
ly designated  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  is  granted  in  situations  where 
the  Board  determines  that  the  proposed  use  will  not  adversely  affect  other 
neighboring  properties  and  will  be  consistent  with  the  overall  character  of 
the  respective  zoning  district. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  request  on  a  variance  asks  the  Board  to  permit  a 
use  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  usually  re- 
quires the  applicant  to  show  that  some  undue  hardship  will  result  unless 
the  variance  is  granted. 

Finally,  an  appeal  from  an  administrative  decision  asks  that  the  Board 
grant  relief  from  the  decision  of  a  town  official,  such  as  the  Building  Code 
Officer  or  the  Selectmen. 

In  its  1986  decisions,  the  Board  again  attempted  to  apply  and  interpret 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  in  a  consistent  manner.  Variances  of  use  restric- 
tions were  denied  except  in  extraordinary  cases,  while  variances  of  set- 
back, frontage  and  other  such  requirements  were  granted  where  the 
established  criteria  were  met.  The  Board  granted  special  exceptions, 
often  subject  to  numerous  conditions,  where  it  deemed  that  the  spirit  and 
intent  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  would  be  preserved.

REPORT  OF  THE  WELFARE  ADMINISTRATOR  1986 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  everyone  who  had  helped  in  our  efforts 
this  year. 

Once  again  the  income  from  the  Trust  Funds  was  used  to  provide  holi- 
day baskets  and  remembrances. 

"Crop  Walk  for  Hunger"  again  contributed  to  the  Food  Bank  Account 
which  this  office  used  through  the  year  to  assist  people  who  have  a  need. 
This  marks  the  first  year  we  have  worked  under  the  new  Welfare 
Regulations  as  outlined  by  RSA  165.  As  anticipated,  our  Direct  Relief  ac- 
count rose  sharply  and  will  be  increased  in  the  1987  budget. 

We  will  be  able  to  eliminate  Supplement  to  State  and  Nursing  Home 
Care  and  Aid  to  the  Disabled. 

In  1983  the  Welfare  Budget  was      $69,648 

In  1984  the  Welfare  Budget  was        63,584 

In  1985  the  Welfare  Budget  was        57,625 

In  1986  the  Welfare  Budget  was        26,535 

In  1987  the  Welfare  Budget  was        22,489 

State  and  County  have  now  taken  over  Nursing  Home  Care  and  Aid  to 

the  Disabled,  leaving  the  Town  Welfare  Departments  to  concentrate  on 

local  needs.  While  our  paper  work  has  decreased,  the  case  load  for  Direct 

Relief  increased  and,  under  the  existing  laws,  probably  will  not  change 

for  sometime. 

Our  thanks  go  to  the  Rev.  Emily  Preston  of  the  United  Church  of  Jaffrey 
who  has  most  generously  provided  aid  to  people  of  Peterborough  in  need 
of  shelter.  We  do  not  have  such  a  facility  and  are  indebted  to  her  for 
assistance.

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PLANNING  BOARD  1986  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Never  before  has  the  Town  Planning  Board  been  more  active  than  in 
1986.  In  addition  to  holding  regular  sessions  the  third  Monday  of  each 
month  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  acting  on  land-use  applications, 
the  Board  met  in  some  periods  once  or  more  every  week  for  the  purpose  of 
gathering  data,  updating  the  Master  Plan,  preparing  a  long-range  Capital 
Improvements  Program,  and  writing  proposals  for  zoning  amendments 
to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  the  residential  moratorium  which  was  voted 
in  1985. 

Two  public  hearings  were  held  on  the  Master  Plan  in  August.  In  October 
the  Board  received  information  from  property  owners  about  their  views 
on  land  use  controls.  On  December  17  the  first  of  a  series  of  public  hear- 
ings was  conducted  on  amendments  to  Town  codes  which  the  Board  will 
sponsor  for  referendum  adoption  at  the  annual  Town  election  on  March  10, 
1987. 

The  Board's  proposals  include  changes  in  most  every  phase  of  existing 
zoning  regulations.  Particular  attention  is  addressed  to  growth  control, 
innovative  development,  site  plan  review,  and  protection  of  the  Town's 
well  water  sources.  The  latter  is  in  response  to  an  aquifer  study  made  of 
the  community  by  the  engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard. 

Because  of  the  moratorium,  no  major  housing  subdivisions  came  to  the 
Board  in  1986.  One  project,  of  29  duplex  units  to  be  built  on  Scott-Mitchell 
Road,  was  carried  over  from  the  1985  agenda  and  approved.  The  Board 
also  accepted  redesign  of  the  Stone  Barn  project  on  Old  Street  Road,  and 
gave  a  new  owner  conditional  approval  for  22  units,  10  in  the  barn,  and  12 
in  new  buildings  on  the  property.  Except  for  site  work,  no  construction 
had  begun  on  the  duplexes  or  the  barn  project  by  year  end. 

A  preliminary  discussion  was  held  in  October  with  a  Nashua  builder 
about  placing  60  condominiums  on  70  acres  off  Route  202  South.  In 
December  a  New  Ipswich  developer  applied  for  36  units  of  senior  housing 
on  Mercer  Avenue.  The  Board  took  affirmative  action  on  five,  two-lot  sub- 
divisions, also  five  with  three  lots  each,  and  three  of  four  lots  each  on 
which  was  the  maximum  allowed  in  the  moratorium  period. 

Several  site  plan  reviews  were  conducted  on  commercial  develop- 
ments, and  approvals  included  an  office  building  for  Peterborough  Sav- 
ings Bank  on  the  former  Mercer  site.  Main  Street;  a  two-story  17-unit 
motel  replacing  the  Jack  Daniels  facility  on  Concord  Street  which  was 
damaged  beyond  repair  by  a  winter  flood;  joining  the  law  offices  of  the 
Brighton  firm  and  the  FNPB  office  building,  on  Grove  Street,  with  a  com- 
mon elevator  between  the  two  properties ;  a  two-story  addition  of  some 
8,500  square  feet  to  the  headquarters  of  C.W.  Communications  on  Route 
101  West;  a  third  court  for  Monadnock  Indoor  Tennis  Club,  Route  202 
North;  and  a  13,646  square  foot  headquarters  for  Steve  Millard,  Inc.  on 
Vose  Farm  Road. 

The  Board  acted  on  five  applications  for  customary  home  occupations, 
and  four  special  exceptions.  Three  of  the  exceptions  were  denied,  but  final 
authority  on  these  applications  rested  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjust- 
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ment.  In  one  case  involving  a  welding  shop  the  Zoning  Board  overruled 
the  Planning  Board. 

For  the  first  time  the  Selectmen  added  strength  to  the  Planning  Board 
by  the  appointment  of  alternate  members.  Named  to  these  positions  were 
James  Lawn,  Alice  Phipps,  and  a  third  member  who  subsequently 
withdrew.  Chairman  Richard  Fernald,  and  alternate  Phipps,  volunteered 
to  represent  the  Board  as  delegates  to  the  Southwest  Region  Planning 
Commission  which  the  Town  joined  for  the  first  time.  Professional  plan- 
ning resources  of  the  Commission,  in  the  person  of  Karen  Cullen  and  Dean 
Shankle  were  used  extensively  throughout  the  year  in  the  process  of 
preparing  an  update  of  the  1974  Master  Plan  and  the  preparation  of  a 
Capital  Improvements  Program.  Less  active,  but  also  of  great  value  to 
the  Board,  was  assistance  from  William  Dickson  of  Scarborough,  ME, 
who  authored  the  Town's  original  Master  Plan  in  1974. 

Space  does  not  allow  mention  of  the  dozens  of  individuals,  groups,  and 
organizations  who  have  helped  the  Board  in  charting  the  course  the  Town 
might  follow  in  land-use  and  growth  controls.  Those  involved  have 
rendered  invaluable  service  to  their  community  in  the  common  goal 
shared  by  all  to  keep  Peterborough  "a  good  town  to  live  in".

REPORT  OF  THE  PETERBOROUGH 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  —  1986 
The  year  1986  has  been  one  of  decisive  planning  for  Peterborough,  and 
the  Conservation  Commission  during  the  period  devoted  much  of  its 
energy  to  providing  the  Planning  Board  with  help  in  environmentally  sen- 
sitive areas.  It  is  expected  that  by  the  time  these  reports  are  read  by  most 
citizens  the  voters  will  have  ratified  the  hard  work  of  the  Planning  Board 
in  providing  and  revising  ordinances  to  ensure  safe  and  reasonable 
growth  and  development  during  the  next  few  critical  years. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Commission  has  continued  to  monitor 
developmental  activities.  Specifically,  they  asked  the  Wetlands  Boards  to 
defer  approval  of  filling  in  an  area  in  the  flood  plain  on  Route  202  North  in 
which  toxic  waste  had  been  found.  As  a  result,  the  State  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  office  has  instigated  an  on-going  investigation.  On  Route 
202  South  a  violation  of  the  Conservation  Zone  was  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Commission  welcomes  enthusiastically  the  appointment  of  a  full 
time  building  inspector  for  the  town,  with  the  expectation  that  adequate 
supervision  of  projects  approved  for  development  and  building  will  pre- 
vent violations  of  regulations  or  restrictions  and  help  ensure  safe  im- 
plementation of  growth  as  it  occurs,  and  that  projects  will  not  be  under- 
taken until  proper  permits  have  been  obtained. 

As  indicated  in  last  year's  report,  perhaps  the  surest  way  to  ensure  pro- 
tection of  environmentally  sensitive  and  scenically  important  areas  is 
through  gifts  of  land  and  environmental  easements  to  preclude  develop- 
ment of  such  areas.  The  Commission  is  pleased  that  this  year  several  ad- 
ditional significant  areas  in  the  town  have  been  given  such  protection  with 
minimal  impact  on  the  tax  rate.  Much  of  this  has  been  achieved  through 
the  willingness  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests  to  accept  such  easements.  Their  ''Land  Stewardship  Program, 
"with  Catherine  Hahn  as  its  local  representative,  continues  to  facilitate 
this  activity. 

The  increase  in  the  acreage  of  town  conservation  land  places  added 
responsibility  on  the  Conservation  Commission  to  supervise  and  facilitate 
effective  conservation  and  recreational  use  of  the  areas,  and  the  Commis- 
sion has  requested  an  increase  in  its  budget  to  permit  it  adequately  to 
carry  out  this  function.  There  is  also  a  warrant  article  to  permit  a  carry- 
over into  its  capital  improvement  fund  of  unspent  annual  appropriations 
which  have  been  lost  in  the  past.  It  is  hoped  voters  will  approve  this 
change,  as  it  will  permit  more  effective  implementation  of  Commission 
responsibilities.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT,  1986 

1986  began  on  a  positive  note:  several  area  libraries  including  the  Peter- 
borough Town  Library  participated  in  the  Business  to  Business  Expo  held 
in  Keene.  The  most  immediate  benefit  was  the  tapping  of  area  computer 
specialists  for  information  regarding  our  connection  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Automated  Information  System  (NHAIS).  Using  the  information 
garnered,  and  the  hardware  already  in  place,  the  library  saved  $2,000  and 
accessed  the  State  Library's  data  base.  Our  sole  expenditure  was  $89.00 
for  a  smart  modem,  and  that  was  paid  for  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

Library  materials  in  addition  to  those  budgeted  were  made  possible 
through  generous  donations:  Mrs.  Erna  Vogeler  made  a  handsome  gift  in 
memory  of  her  husband.  She  requested  that  the  money  be  used  to  pur- 
chase quality  fiction,  particularly  mysteries,  and  commended  staff  mem- 
bers Margaret  Priest  and  Annagreta  Swanson  for  their  helpfulness. 

The  family  and  friends  of  Cynthia  Crowley  gave  $2,000  in  her  memory. 
Geroge  Crowley  and  his  children  elected  to  use  a  portion  of  the  money  to 
match  a  grant  from  the  Melon  Foundation.  This  gave  the  library  sixty 
volumes  of  American  classics.  In  addition,  a  handsome  oak  case  to  house 
our  growing  video  collection  was  purchased  with  Crowley  Memorial 
Funds. 

Mr.  George  Grimshaw  continued  to  share  his  time  and  talent  to  benefit 
the  library.  He  made  and  donated  a  series  of  interlocking  audio- visual 
tables  for  the  children's  area. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library's  Annual  Book  Sale  netted  an  all-time  high  of 
$2,000.  This  money  is  earmarked  for  future  automation  plans. 

The  library  received  a  grant  from  the  New  England  Humanities  Council 
which  provided  us  with  a  six-part  series  on  New  England  and  the  Constitu- 
tion. This  program  began  in  the  Fall  and  ended  in  early  December. 

Staff  development  continued  with  Reference  Librarian  Judy  Garabrant 
taking  an  advanced  reference  course;  Annagrate  Swanson  attending  a 
management  workshop;  Jeannette  Baker  taking  an  administrative 
course;  and  Ann  Geisel  participating  in  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion Conference  in  New  York.  In  addition,  all  staff  members  received 
training  in  varying  degrees  of  intensity  on  using  our  Digital  Word  Pro- 
cessor. Its  most  recent  use  is  to  access  NHAIS. 

After  twenty-three  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  library  as  Trustee, 
Elizabeth  Yates  McGreal  stepped  aside  in  the  last  few  months  of  her  term 
to  train  a  new  person  for  that  position.  It  was  with  regret  that  the  Board 
accepted  her  decision.  Mrs.  McGreal  will  continue  as  Trustee  Emeritus, 
and  Friend  of  the  Peterborough  Town  Library.  Ted  Hoffman  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  to  fulfill  Mrs.  McGreal's  term. 

For  over  a  decade,  this  library  has  been  recataloguing  the  collection  to 
eliminate  two  previously  outdated  cataloguing  systems.  A  major  thrust 
was  put  on  this  project  this  year,  in  anticipation  of  taking  inventory,  and 
bar  coding  the  collection.  This  job  was  completed  in  the  final  week  of 
December,  1986.  We  are  pleased  to  report  a  base  collection  of  45,000  titles. 
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This  year,  we  added  2,002  titles,  weeded  1,582  titles,  and  circulated  65,987 
pieces  of  material. 

1987  will  be  the  year  of  the  bar  code.  With  the  help  of  volunteers,  Friends 
of  the  Library,  and  some  financial  backing,  I  sincerely  hope  it  will  also  be 
the  year  Peterborough  Town  Library  runs  an  automated  circulation 
system. 

In  appreciation  for  all  the  help  I  have  received  from  the  staff  and  the 
volunteers,  and  the  support  I  have  received  from  the  Trustees  and  the 
Friends,  I  look  forward  to  an  exciting  New  Year.
